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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants* first contention that the applied Papayoanou reference was patented in 70s whereas the Saito and 
Yoshida references were patented in 90s and therefore cannot be combined is wrong, it is noted present law requires all references no 
matter how old can be combined. Applicants' contention that Papayoanou and Saito & Yoshida cannot be combined because of 
differences in material, structure, mechanism of laser irradiation, application and method of manufacturing all of which are not presently 
recited in only independent claim 1. Therefore Applicants' arguments are not commensurate in scope with the presently recited claims. 
Further some of alleged differences e.g. application and method of manufacturing cannot be considered in device claims unless recited in 
proper format. The motivation to combine Papayoanou, Saito and Yoshida references (as stated In the final rejection) can be found at 
least in Papayoanou ^Abstract last two lines and Saito coL1 lines 41-55, etc. Applicants' contention that Papayoanou's cavity must be 
distinguished from Applicants' cavity is also not consumarate in scope from Applicants' presently recited claims, wherein " optical cavity" is 
not further defined to exclude any filling therein or the presence/ absence of additional materials. Further the allegation Papayoanou"s 
cavity is used only for occasional tuning whereas Applicants' cavity emits a laser beam Is presently not recited in claims and need be 
given patentable weight. Further functional recitation cannot be given patentable weight unless claims recite sufficient structure to warrant 
the presence of functional language. Applicants' last contention that Papayoanou allegedly does not teach electrodes having two regions 
is engaging in impressimisable piece meal analysis. Applicants' are reminded that as the other applied references namely Yoshida (as 
also stated in the rejection- figs. IB, 3C, col. 7 lines 50-65, col. 8 lines 55-65, etc.) teach electrodes having two regions and Papayoanou 
need not repeat this teaching. Therefore all of Applicants' are not persuasive. . 
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
